VALEDICTORIAN 

NIC  ARMSTRONG 


When  I  first  got  the  call  to  be  valedictorian  I 
thought  to  myself,  "This  is  good.  What  an 
honour  it  is  and  what  an  opportunity  I  have." 
And  then  I  realized,  "Wait  a  minute...  I  have  to 
write  a  speech!"  With  this  in  mind  I  took  off  by 
myself  to  find  a  moment  where  I  could  think.  I 
had  so  many  memories  and  ideas  that  picking  a 
starting  point  would  be  tough. 

"Where  do  I  start?"  Then  ii  hit  me.  Just 
begin  at  the  beginning.  So  here  we  go: 

In  Grade  Nine  each  of  us  made  an  enor- 
mous step  in  our  lives  as  we  journeyed  from 
the  comfort  of  public  school  where  we  were 
respected,  well-known,  and  looked  up  to,  to 
high  school  where  we  were  now  a  big  group  of 
nobodies,  or  so  it  seemed.  I  can  remember,  as 
most  of  you  probably  can,  walking  through  the 
doors  of  SCITS  for  the  first  time  with  my 
stomach  churning  and  thoughts  racing,  trying  to 
anticipate  what  the  day  would  bring  forth.

It 
gave  me  so  much  trouble  I  had  to  use  two 
hands  and  carefully  turn  the  spindle  until  it  hit 
the  numbers  exactly.  And  curse  the  day  I  forgot 
my  combo! 

Yes,  Grade  Nine  was  new  and  confusing  and 
scary,  but  in  a  flash  it  was  over.  Before  we 
knew  it,  we  were  the  Seniors.  On  the  first  day 
of  OAC  when  we  walked  through  those  same 
doors  as  we  did  in  Grade  Nine,  things  had 
changed.  We  were  calm,  confident,  collected. 
Instead  of  anticipating  what  would  happen,  we 
knew  what  to  expect. 

I  can  now  open  my  locker  with  just  one  hand 
and  don't  even  have  to  look  at  it-merely  go  by 
the  feel-how  cool!  The  teachers  who  seemed 
so  distant  and  scary  have  now  become  close 
friends.  The  school  that  had  once  seemed  so 
massive  is  now  just  the  right  fit. 

It  is  amazing  what  these  years  at  SCITS  can 
do  for  a  person.  In  high  school  one  learns  a  lot 
about  their  "self—their  likes  and  dislikes, 
strengths  and  weaknesses.  One  is  provided 
with  discipline,  work  ethic,  and  time  manage- 
ment. These  are  skills  that  can  be  used  for  the 
rest  of  our  lives. 

I  continued  to  think  about  the  basis  of  high 
school  and  all  the  things  it  entails,  and  this  led 
me  to  a  question-a  question  that  wasn't  really 
easy  to  answer.  I  thought,  "What  is  the  essence 
of  high  school?"  So,  to  try  to  capture  the 
essence  of  high  school  I  turned  to  all  the 
yearbooks  I  had  accumulated  in  the  past.  And 
as  I  looked  through  each,  I  noticed  something 
distinct.  Every  year  we  start  the  yearbook  off 
with  the  class  pictures  of  Grade  Nines  to  OAC's. 
I  mean,  for  the  first  ten  or  twelve  pages,  it  is  just 
sheet  after  sheet  of  faces.  Faces  of  friends, 
teachers,  siblings-and  that's  when  I  realized 
the  essence  of  high  school  is  the  people. 

We  learned  to  interact  with  and  deal  or  not 
deal  with  a  variety  of  people.  People  who,  as  a 
team,  could  do  so  much.  [Right  Bo?]  It  was  the 
people  in  high  school  that  made  high  school 


tick.  You  are  the  highschool. 

With  this  in  mind,  I  asked  some  of  you, 
"What  was  your  favorite  memory  from  the  years 
at  SCITS?" 

Matt  Potter.  It  was  the  time  he  came  off  the 
bench  to  score  two  free  throws  to  win  the 
semifinal  basketball-while  the  crowd  chanted 
"Potter,  Potter."

Bo  Hunter.  It  was  taking  grade  12  math-three 

times. 

I  asked  Joe  Shaw  what  his  favourite  memory 
was  and  he  told  me  to  drop  dead. 
John  L  It  was  flying  through  a  table  and  getting 
a  sheet  of  glass  broken  over  his  head  in  WWF 
week  at  SCITS.

I  would  like  to 
thank  God  for  his  blessings  and  strength, 
thanks  to  my  parents  for  taking  care  of  me 
always,  thanks  to  you  guys  for  making  high 
school  a  great  experience. 

At  this  time  it  is  tradition  that  the 
valedictorian  of  the  school  pass  on  the  incom- 
ing grade  class,  a  symbolic  lamp,  the  symbol  of 
learning.  It  is  my  pleasant  duty  at  this  time  to

In  conclusion,  I  would  just  like  to  say  that  I 
hope  I  have  done  justice  to  the  high  school 
experience  and  that  this  speech  will  have  some 
meaning  for  your  lives.  SCITS  had  been  very 
good  to  us  over  the  years  and  there  is  no  better 
place  to  get  a  high  school  education.  SCI  is 
number  one.  We've  got  the  best  morale,  the 
best  sports  team,  the  best  teachers,  and  most 
importantly,  the  best  students.
